CAPTURED—SEVEN DISTILLERIES 


BrokEN Up.—lInformation having been 
received at Revenue Head Quarters in 
this city that illicit distilleries were in 
operation in the counties of Randolph 
and Chatham,and worked principally at 
night, Supervisor Perry organized a 
command with detective Berry at his 
head, assisted by Deputy Collector 
Upehurch with five U. 8. soldiers, 
obtained from te command stationed 
at this point, who proceeded to the 
point indicated on Monday of last week. 
In Randolph county, on Wednesday, | 
they made a descent upon five distille- 
ries capturing three of the parties en 
gaged in the illegal traffic, two of which 
were white and one colored. On Thurs- 
day they. captured in Chatham two dis- 
tiileries and two prisoners. 

The spoils of the expedition footed 
up as follows: seven stills and fixtures, 
8,000 gals. beer, 1,200 gals. low wines, 
200 gals. whiskey, 40 gals, vinegar, 100 
bushels corn and meal and 60 hogs.

WITHDRAWAL OF MR. HANES. 

We publish below the announcement 
of Col. Hanes, severing his editorial 
connection with the Hra. In our paper 
of yesterday, we stated the fact that 
the next issue of the Era would con- 
tain his valedictory, At the time of 
writing that article we had only infor- 
mation of the fact of his withdrawal, 
the causes thereof were our own cCon- 

jectures, but it will be seen from his 

valedictory that our prediction has 
been fully verified. Co!. Hanes assigns 
as the reasons of his retirement that his 
manner of conducting the paper, and 
his views of policy in several particu. 
lars, did not meet the approbation of 
his party, and hence his position —be- 
came unpleasant. From what we know 
of Col. Hanes’ general views on_ politi- 
cal matters, and from the tone of the 
Era, we have invariably expressed the 
opinion that he could not suit the Rad- 
ical party. We did not believe that be 
would stoop to the dirty work that we 
felt sure would be required at his hands, 
From the reluctance with which he 
came to the defence of Governor Cali - 
well in the appointment of the so- 
called commissioners of the Penitentia 
ry and Asyiums, not to say his re- 
tusal to support the Governor in his ap- 
pointment of public printer, we were 
led to believe that Mr. Hanes could not 
endorse the Governor's conduct. And 
although his announcement does not 
mention the Governor, and although our 
assertion through the News that the 
Era could not conscientiously support 
Governor Caldwell in his recent law- 
lessness was made from the awkward 
mannerin which Mr. Hanes attempted 
a guasi defence} yet we are nevertheless 
almost positively certain that the offic. 
jal conduct of the Governor in the 
present embroglio does not meet with 
the sanciion of Col. Hanes, nor consist 
with his ideas of Executive duty and 
propriety. 

Col. Hane# says, in retiring from the 
Era, he does not cease to be a Repubdli- 
can We stated yesterday that his 
sympathics were believed to be with the 
Liberal Republicans. We think we 
have no difficulty in classing him pro- 
perly ; he isa Trumbull Republican. Of 
this we have little doubt—in fact we 
might say, none at all. Asa Liberal 
Republican, he can perhaps be of more 
service to his country than he can in 
any Other position. Such men as he 
should represent the South in the Cin. 
cinnati Convention if we understand 
his position aright, and that is, opposi- 
tion tothe Grant Administration, op. 
position to'the suspension’of the writ of 
Habeas Corpus, and opposition to Radi-- 
calism generally. | 

Asa Trumbull adherent, Mr. Hane’s 
inftuence can be felt in the Cincinnati 
Convention as a Southezn Republican. 
As there is a stroag hope that the action 
of that Convention may lay down a 
policy and select candidates that all the 
opponents of radicalism of all parties 
can endorse, it is proper that the yoice 
of the Liberal Republicans of the South 
shall be heard in shaping its counsels 
and completing its labors. That the 
North Carolina Liberal Republicans 
will be represented at Cincinnati we 
have every assurance, Delegates from 
other Southern States we notice have 
already been appointed. It is said that 
every State in the Union will be repre- 
sented, and some ot them by their ablest 
and most distinguished politicains. 

But to Cul. Hanes’ valedictory.. The 
Carolina Era dated to-day, which ap- 
peared on our streets yesterday, con 
tained the following:

IT WILL FilIL. 
The attempt which will be made by 
the Radicals to take possession of the 
Cincinnati Convention, which meets on 
the first day of May, will fail most sig- 
naliy.

The Ciacinnati Con 
vention is called by the opponents, of 
Grant, and by none others. No one is 
invited there who approves of the Ad- 
ministration, Now it seems to us cool 
impudence for the friends of Grant to 
take any part in a Convention called by 
Grant’s political opponents, and express- 
ly for the purpose of bringing out a can- 
didate in opposition to him. 
The New York Tribune speaks very 
plainly on the subject. It tells the 
friends of Grant that the Cincinnati 
Convention is none of their affair, that 
they did not call it, and that their 
presence is not desired. It says they 
had better mind their own business aad 
run their own machine. 
It is evident the Grant forces are be- 
coming much demoralized on account 
of this Cincinnati movement.

VAULTING AMBITION O°ER- 


LEAPING ITSELF. 

Governor Caldwell, in his nerveus 
anxiety to secure the Radical nomina- 
tion for Governor, has played his game 
rather too brash?y. To endear himself 
to his appointees particularly and the 
Radicels, especially the negroes, gener- 
ally, he attempted to turn out the Leg- 
islarive Asylum and Penitentiary Boards, 
which consisted of a majority of Con- 
servatives, and put in their places some 
of his hungry office seekers, with a 
slizht sprinkling of the colored element. 

Now, the unlawful and partisan con- 
duct, of the Governor in this matter has 
raised a storm of indignation which it 
will not be in his power to quell. This 
fact will be made a handie to defeat 
him by Judge Settle’s friends, when the 
State Convention meets in Raleigh ; and 
the chances now seem to be in favor of 
the Judge’s getting the gubernatorial 
nomination. 

We think the Governor has over-step— 
ped the mark. He had already done 
enough for the Radicals to entitle him 
to the romination by his not obeying 
the Act of the Legislature requiring him 
to order an election for Convention. 

This feather in his cap would kave 
placed him far ahead of all competitors, 
but we sre afraid the Penitentiary and 
Asylum business has played the mischief 
for him and dashed his fat in the fire.

If be recedes from his position, it will 
be an acknowledgement of error en his 
part, which, however honorable it may 
be to him as an official, might cause his 
party to lose confidence in his judg- 
ment.

He has undertaken to remove the ap- 
pointees of the Legislature for the Pen- 
itentiary, Insane and Deaf and Dumb 


Asylum, and public printer. Judge 
Moore overruled the decision in thé 


public printing matter. The other cases 
have not been carried before the Courts 
et. 

The old Boards refuse to surrender to 
Caldwell’s appointees. Caldwell will 
not recognize them, but preceeds to 
issue warrants upon the public treasurer 


for funds, for his own board to dispense. 


We will ‘add that the appointees of 
Caldwell are the same patties who held 
the same positions under Holden, inclu- 
cluding Handy Lockhart, and one Howe 
negroes. The mismanagement and cor- 
ruption of the affairs of these institu- 
tions under their former government, 1s 
notorious. 

The Boards appointed by the Legis- 
lature are giving satisfaction to all but 
the radicals, who want their places. 
Their} affairs are far more economically 
managed than heretofore. 

The Board of Supervisors of the 
Deaf and Dumb Institute have decided 
that they will send the children home, 
for want of funds to carry en the insti- 
tution, the Governor refusing to issue 
his warrant to them.

Kk. J. WARREN,

AN ACT to alter the Constitution ef North 
Carolina, 


SEc.1. The Generai Assembly of North 
Carolina dv enact (three-fifths of all the 
members of each House concurring), 

That the Constitution of this state be 
altered as follows, to wit: 

Amend section six, of the first article, by 
Striking out the first clause thereof, down 
to, and including the word **but,”’ this being 
the clause relating to the State debt. 

Amend section two’ of the second article 
by striking out the word ‘annually,’ and 
inserting in lieu thereos, the word “bienni- 
ally;’ beingin reference to the sessions of 
the General Assembly. 


Amend section five of the second article’ 
by striking out alithat precedes the words 
‘the said Senate districts,” and by striking 
out the phrase “‘as aforesaid cr” in said sec- 
tion; the parts so strickeu out having ref- 
eremce to the State census, 

Adi 2 new section to the second article to 
be sf yi: a “section 59,” and to read as foi- 
lows: “The members of the General Assem- 
bly shall each receive three hundred dollars 
as & COuipensation for their services during 
their term, subject .osuch regulations in 
regard to time of pay mentand reduction for 
non-attendance as may be prescribed by 
law; but they may havean additional ai- 
lowance when they are called togetier in 
Special session, and mileage shail be ten 
cents per mile for each session.” 

Amend section one of the third article by 
Striking out the words “four years,” where 
they occur first in said section, and insert- 
ing, in lieu thereof, the words “iwo yeurs,”’ 
being in refereuce io the terms of executive 

Strike out the words “Superintendent o 
Public Works,” wherever ney occur in the 
Constitution, thus abolishing that office, 

Amend section six of the third article, by 
striking out the words “annually,” and in- 
serting, in iieu thereof, the word “bienni- 
ally,’’ so as to conform to the provision re- 
spocting the sessions of the General Assem- 


Strike out sections two and three of the 
fourth article; being the provisions which 
refer to the appointment and duties of the 
Code Commissioners. 

Alter section four of the fourth article, 
SO that said section shall read as follows: 

The judicial power of the State shall be 
vested in the Court for the trial of im- 
peacements, a Supreme Court, Superior 
Courts, such inferior Courts as may be es- 
tablished by law, and Courts of Justices of 
the Peace. 

Alter section eight of the f,urth article, 
SO that said section shall read as follows :— 
fhe Supreme Court shall consist of a Chief 
J ustice andtwo Associate Jutices: Provi- 
DED, That this shall not apply to the jus- 
tices during their present term of oftice, 
unless by death, resignation, or otherwise, 
the number of Associate Justices shall be 
reduced to two,” 


Aiter section twelve of the fourth article 
so Lhat said section shall read as foliows: 

Piie State shail be divided into nine judi- 
clal Gistricts, for each of which a judge 
shall be chosen; and in each districiia su- 
perior Court shall be held at feast twice in 
eacu year, to continue for such time in 
each county respectively as may be pre- 
scribed by law. The Generai Assembly 
shall lay off said districts in .due time, so 
that the said nine judges may be chosen 
and begin their oOfiicial term at the first 
generai election for members of the Gen- 
eral Asscmivuly which shail oecur after the 
ratificalion of this section.” Tne General 
Assembly may reduce or inerease the num- 
ber of Districts to take effect at the end ot 
each judicial term,
